It lay in state at T ony G ra n­ 
ville’s hou se in P a tte rson street,and 
a t 2 o’clock S u nd a y afternoon w as 
ta k en to the old M a in S treet C h ris­ 
tia n chu rch, now u sed as an au ­ 
d itoriu m . 
Before H ow a r d ’s body reached 
the au ditoriu m the steps w ere filled 
w ith stru ggling negroes trying to 
gain 
entrance 
to 
the 
bu ilding. 
S om eone veiled that the hou se was 
falling and a panic ensu ed. 
Fou r 
w om e n’s legs were broken and five 
oth e rs w ere badly inju red, and one 
inav die. H ow a r d ’s bodv was then 
ta k e n to E vergreen B aptist chu rch, 
in B ru ce tow n, 
wliere fou r negro 
preachers spoke. 
R e v. C,Jiiarles said : 
‘‘6 od sent 
an angel and took the sou l of brotlier 
H ow a r d . T h is is not brother H ow ­ 
a rd w e see before u s. 
It is only 
his body. 
H is spirit has gone to 
heaven, w here it is m ingling w ith 
the a nge ls.” 
L ou d “ a m ens” came 
from all 
parts of the chu rch. 
O ne w om an, 
ju m ping to her feet, yelled at the 
top 
of 
her 
voice, 
“ Praise 
the 
L or d ,” and then fell in a faint. 
R e v. P e te r V inegar, w^ho gained 
notoriety by preaching a sermon 
called “ A D a m n H ot D a y,” cre­ 
ated a sensation by saying : 
“ T h ere a in’t no u se in abu sing 
b roth e r H ow a r d becau se he died 
w here he did. 
W e 
d on’t know 
w h ere w e ’re going to die. 
M any 
of you is 110 better than 
brother 
H ow a r d , and you ou gh t

H e gives one instance of an 
A m e ric a n prospector, nam ed R ob t. 
B olter, w ho f^^ent into the Y a qu i 
c ou ntry 
im m ediately after 
the 
tre a ty of peace w as signed w ith the 
Y a qu i Indians, a year or more ago, 
a nd cam e ou t a few days ago w ith 
60,000 w orth of gold du st. 
Bolter’s cla im is located on 
a 
small trib u ta ry of the Y a qu i river, 


almost du e w est from Casas G ran- 
des. 
M r. W inslow 
claims 
that 
there is no qu estion of tlie great 
richness of the Y aqu i district, bu t 
says th a t m any prospectors have 
m ade a m istake, and met w ith dis­ 
a ppointm e nt, becau se they sou ght 
to find gold along the low er cou rse 
of the Ya(]u i river. 
H e says that 
the real placer cou ntry is along the 
u pper part of the stream, and its 
m ou ntain trib u tary is not far from 
the bou ndary line betw een tlie states 
of C hih u ah u a and Sonora.
